Nem- - Tons, Nov. 10 A special cable to the
Iron Age says: In Cleveland warrants tliere
is further decline of about 01 and more
anxiety on the part or makers to sell. The
productions of the. district last month wns
SS7.053 tons. Two 'additional furnaces aro
blowing at .Middlesboro. Scotch warrants
have undergone very little change. Bull
speculators appear discouraged and bear in-
terests keep prices down. Outsiders are
holding aloof. There has been a decrease of
8.000 tons in the stock of Scotch and 383 tons
in Cleveland iron. There are now 77 Scotch
furnaces in blast. Exports of pic iron last
month were 32,000 tons, against 97,000 tons in
October. 1891.

The pi: tin rrmiket has been quite ani-
mated at intervals during the week and
stronger, with more outside interest mani-
fested. Tho turn in the market is attiibuted
to reports of an increase in American con-
sumption. The tin plate market is showing
bettor tone all round. Quantity shipped to
the United States 19,000 tons and 12,000 tons
respectively.
